MILWAUKEE, Wis., Oct. 29.—When the sun 
Came up out of Lake Michigan this morning

_ At5:400’clock last night an oil parrel ex- 
ploded from some unknown cause in the 
Store occupied by the Union O!l Co. at 275 
East Water street, and the fire that ensued 
Swept over thirteen blocks of business and 
residences, over three hundred buildings in 
‘ell, caused the loss of four lives 

- @nd destroyed property valued at $6,000,- 
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' 000. It is now entirely under control, but

© Out in the store of the oil company the 
brity of the engines of the fire depart- 

nt were at work in other parts of the city— 
there being atthe time no less than three 
separate fres burning in different parts of 
the city. These fires were comparatively in- 
significant in themselves, but the part they 
played in the fiery tragedy which has deso- 
lated so large a portion of the city 
was highly important. The en- 
gines were delayed so long’ by 
them that it was fully twenty minutes after 
the first oil barre] had exploded that the first 
engine came rattling up tothe front of the 
East Water street fire and it was forty-five 
minutes before the fire was confronted by a 

- force thought to be sufficiently large to hold it 

_in check, to say nothing of subduing it. When 
the firemenfirst gazed upon the store of the 
Union Ol Co., it was a roaring furnaces of 
flames, through which in rupid succession 
could be heard the noise ofthe exploding 
oll barrels within. Long tongues of fire 

< Wereleaping across the street and licking 
the front of the buildings upon the opposite 
side of the street. The firemen fought well, 
however, and withindn hour had crowded 
the fire back and thought the day was their 
own. 
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BEYOND CONTROL. 

At 6:40 o’clock, however, the roar of an- 
other explosion was heard and the fire 
leaped forth again witha fury beyond what 
it had shown before. The fiery shafts found 
their way once more to theéeeast side of East 
Water street, and from that timeon the cur- 
tain was fairly up for the tragedy. Directly 
te the store of the Union Oil Co. was 


ae Sepa of Dahmeir & Co., who also carried a 
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““Ytock of oll and alcohol. This was frolic for 
the flames and they roared through the large 
four-story building with a vigor that defied 
ali efforts to check or control them. Close 
behind the store of Dahmeir & Uo. and al- 
most adjoining it in the rear stood the five- 
story structure occupied by Budd & Kipp, up- 
holsterers. The hungry flames reached out for 
this handsome bufiding as they extended 
fromthe rear of Dahmeir’s, and catching 
first a huge pile of exceisior in the alley, they 
had the building in their grasp and, fanneu 
as they were by the breeze from the south- 
west, which was blowingat the rate of forty 
miles an hour, it was buta few minutes be- 
fore the store was a mass of flames from cel- 
lar to roof. Just five minutes more and 
Jacob Wellauer’s grocery store on the east

Kipp, was in flames, It seemed as'if a 
mountain of fire rolled across the sky. One 
* 4mstant not a building on the east side of 
Broadway was in flames and the next the 
rolling waves offire swept across the street 
and descended on the building opposite. 
Four thousand streams of water could not 
stay such a conflagration in its march of de- 
‘struction toward the lake. The wallsof the

then vacant, began to totter and warning 
voices urged the crowd back just in time. 
The whole front of the building pitched into 
‘the street. A few minutes later the sides fell 
outward witha crash. 
HOMES SWEPT AWAY. 
The people who reside in that portion of 
the town are of the poorer class. There are 
no fine residences there and most of the 
 bulidings were small one-story and, here 
nd there, two-story frame houses.

The wind was still carrying the Whirlwind 
of seething flame on toward Lake Michigan 
in a direct line with the starting point, and 
the Chief of Police, Jansen, ordered hig en- 
tire force to the fre and they assisted in get- 
ting out the furniture and household goods 
of the luckless families who were foréed to 
flee from the path cut out by’ the flames. 
Dozens of frame buildings, along Milwaukee 
and Jefferson streets, between Detroit and 
Chicago as well as on Buffalo and Chicago 
Streets, were licked up as if they had been 
outlines of paper. Allthese buildings were 
consumed within half an hour of the time 
when the flames leaped uvver Broadway, 

BURNING CARS. 

Suddenly the wind turned around. Where 
it was northeast when the fire alarm rang 
it was now almost due south, cutting out a 
broad avenue of destruction toward the Mil- 
waukee River and Lake Michigan. In its 
path lay the big freight sheds and yards of 
the Chicago & Northwestern road, together 
with the round-house and its valuable con- 
tents of rolling stock. The end of the freight 
shed on the corner of Chicago and Jefferson 
streets was the first to ignite, and the flames 
s00n spread all over the yards, burning 
freight cars and everything before it. 
Fifteen long trains of freight cars

from every direction, but all in vain; the,.de- 
vouring Ln ew roared madly on, and once 
having ned a foothold in the. building it 
was a eeeer of hardl 
reduced to ashes, But with the Fernek’s 
building the backbone of the fire was broken 
and the lone wall standing grimly at East 
Water; street marks the point where the 
flames were stayed. 

Th? scenes alohg Buffalo street when the 
fire was apt beginning to sweep along that 
thorou re were exciting in the extreme. 
The residents came rushing from their houses 
to gaze upon the mountains of flame which 
was rolling down upon them, many of them 
not seeming to think for an instant that the 
fire would come near them. They had in 
many instances scarcely time to change their 
mindson the subject. With the speed of a 
race horse the flames came on and the man 
who had thought his house was gafe would 
catch a glimpse of it wrapped in flames as he 
fled around the nearest corner without even 
having time to go into the house fora single 


article, 
NARROW ESCAPES. 

In one place an old man was seen desper- 
ately tugging at some furniture, trying to 
get it through the front door. A passing 
fireman hurried to his assistance and by the 
time he had reached the doorway the street 
behind him was filled with fire and both men 
narrowly escaped through the rear door. In 
some plates people were more fortunate— 
thatis, they managed to have their house- 
hold goods consumed upon the sidewalk or in 
the gutter instead of in the house. They had 
managed to get it outside only to be 
forced to drop it and run for tbeir 
lives. Little childrem were seen scudding 
through the streets carrying all manner of

stood on the Chicago & Northwestern 
tracks, when a bDillow of fire leapea 
across Van Buren street and touched the 
south end of the freight house, a million dol- 
lars’ worthof property was doomed, The 
south end of the freight house was filled with 
oll. Soon the smell of burning petroleum 
filled the air and a volume of explosions 
shook the earth. The low brick freight house 
stayed the onward sweep of the flame, but 
only for a moment. ‘Through the square 
windows the red glare could be seen, and an 
instant latera shower of burning cinders 
flowed away toward the lake, covering a 
thousand freight cars filled with merchan- 
dise. Onanc onthatterrible and resistiess 
wave of fire was sweeping, consuming every- 
thing in its path over to Jackson street from 
Broadway. 

The fire was now following the south wind 
along Broadway, down Jefferson, along Mil- 
waukee street. Along Broadway it swept to 
the Weisel & Vilter Manufacturing Co.’s plant 
at Chicago street and to No. 10 Engine House 
on Broadway. When it reached the Weisel & 
Vilter plant the department had prepared an 
attempt tocut itoff with dynamite. Three 
kegs were exploded in the building, having 
been stored there to await the coming of the 
flames. Aseach went off in close succession 
thecry went up from the thousands who 
blocked the streets for a radius of a mile that 
the gas-works had exploded. But the plant 
was almost entirely suved. Seeing that the 
fire must surely reach them the men rapidly 
forced the air into the tanks, diluting the gas 
so that it was weakened beyond the 
point of possible explosion. Then they let it 
out sufficiently to sink the tanks below the 
level and fled fortheir lives. As a result of 
this good management Milwaukee will have 
its usual gas supply within a day ortwo. The 
Bethel Home, near the gas-works, caught 
fire soon after. Wirth & Hammel’s livery 
stable on Broadway, containing hundreds of 
horses, was in the path of the flaming cy- 
clone. Some horses were safely taken away, 
while a number were stampeded. The Laura 
Catlin Kindergarten also succumbed, despite 
the dynamite. 

Around on Erte street the Toepfer Iron 
foundries and the Riedeberg Vinegar Works 
were also Gestroyed together with innumera- 
ble small builaings, saloons and residences. 
Hansen’s malt house, within a few rods of 
the border of Lake Michigan, with an adjoin- 
elevator, after smoking from the upper win- 
dows, suddenly burst into flames and from 
the lower windows to the top of the high ven- 
tilating house it wasallablaze. Asa howl- 
ing Dlast of wind struck it, the flames gg) 
clear across the street and, in an instant, the 
mait-house proper, with its tall tower, broke 
out in spots of filckering fire. The elevator 
was s0 strongly built that it main- 
tained its form long after the hot- 
test perlod was passed and from the 
lower floors the grain poured into the street 
like the down-pour of Niagara. Then from 
the windows of the large malt-house ‘and 
from the eaves came jets of re green 
flame—gas from the heated malt. It was not 
long before the entire building was ablaze 
and the roar was tremendous. Alarge ven- 
tilating wheel in the face of the upper story 
was burning and whirling away like a huge 
St. Catherine’s wheel. ‘The heat was intense 
withina block of the malt-house and the 
smaller house was thoroughly aflame; it was 
a close call forthe retort house of the gas 
company; only the most vigorous work of the 
saloon men with a hydrant hose and buckets 
of water saved the wooden saloon which ad- 
joins the retort house. 

ALONG THE SOUTH LINE. 
Now having watched the march of the 
flames to the north and east, let us see them 
sweep a red path to the south and east. 
Across the way from Bub & Kipp’s was the 
store Of Roundy, Peckham &Co. It caught 
fire before the department was able to pre- 
ventit. Nextto Roundy, Peckham & Co’s. 
on Buffalo street was a store belonging to the 
Pfister estate and occupied by H. Scheftels & 
Co., and west of this was the warehouse of 
the National Distilling Co. All three caught 
fire almost simultaneously and the alcohol 
stored up in ‘the National Distiling Co’s, 
warehouse was responsible for the destruc- 
tion of almost the entire block 
on East Water street south of 
Buffalo street. The burning alcohol 
ran over intothe basement under the large 
block occupied by Leiderstorf, setting it all 
afire. This building wasfour stories high. 
It looked solid and. indestructible. fhe 
flames gradually workedtheirwayup. After 
awhile they came leaping outof the roof. 
Then the corner wails fell. They tottered 
for a while asif trying to balance them- 
Selves, then they bent overand went down, 
covering the whole street from corner to cor- 
ner with splintered stone and brick. Fortu- 
nately the firemen withdrew in time, noone 
being hurt. From the Leiderstorf 
building the fire spread 
buildings south of it. 
Bros., the Mann Brewing Co., DeLorme & 
Quentin’s soap factory caught fire, one after 
another. There was a large vacant lot at the 
corner of Buffalo street and Broadway, n 
} of the fire engine house, but that did not save 
it. Southof the engine house, cov g al- 
most the entire south half of the block, was 
Riedeberg’s vinegar factory and warehouses, 
The plant could safely be valued at $500,000, 
From this factory the flames leaped across 
Milwaukee street to the Hansen Bros.’ malt 
elevator. The abandoned Johnston B r 
nen factories on : 


useless things. One little tow-headed tot 
fied frantically along Buflalo street directly 
in advance of the approaching fire, which 
was going twenty feetto her one. Clasped 
tightly within hertiny fist she held a man’s 
silk hat. <As she fled sobbing and screaming 
Gown the street,a big policeman made a 
dash at herand, gathering her up, ran into 
an alley. 

Near the corner of Milwaukee and Buffalo 
streets stood a little frame cottage, upon the 
porch of whicha man was standing as a re- 
— came by. ‘‘I have just paid for it and 

urnished it,’’ he said, ‘‘and she’s done for 
now.’’ : 

**OCan’t you save anything?’’ 

**What good willitdo for me to try? 
you think Ilcould ever carry it safe out of 
that?’’ pointing tothe red rush of flames, 
which was already at hand. ‘‘Il won’t try to 
save a thing. If it wants to burn it can 
burn,’’ and he strode stoically away.’’ 

*-This is alll have saved,’’ seid a young 
fellow to the reporter, as he pulled from his 
pocket a pair of gold bracelets. ‘‘Last night 
I had a house and it was full of furniture,too. 
This isalll can show for it now. heard 
somebody in the street call out that the 
fire had _ got beyond Bud & 
and I stepped out into 
street to see, Before I 
turn the fire wason me. I made one wild 
rush back into the house to see what I could 

et, and this was all I had time to snatch up. 

ven then [had to jump out of the window 
andrun for it. I have heard people talk 
about the speed with which fires can travel, 
but I never thought that one could go any- 
thing like this. It was awful. When I 
looked at it first it was three squares away, 
and before I could draw my breath almost it 
was over my head. Fortunately my wife was 
not at heme. She never would have got 
away if she had been.’’ 

A THRILLING SCENE. 

At the extreme south end ofthe fire-swept 
district were enacted what were perhaps the 
most parcel ae scenes of theentire night. it 
was here that the freight houses, roundhouse 
and freight cars of the Chicago & Northwest- 
ern railroad were situated. When it became 
fevident that no human power could prevent 
the flames from sweeping the city 
clear to the lake, the railroad 
men made desperate efforts to save 
what they could of the company’s property. 
A switch engine was run acrossthe bridge 
and coupled toatrain. Before a move could 
be made the fire had swept directly across 
the tracks and fastening upon the cars 
nearest the bridge began its relentless march 
onward. The trainmen, however, were in 
no wise daunted. The engine gavea jerk, 
the brakemen threw themselves flat upon the 
tops of the cars toavoid inhaling the flames 
and the runningof theflery gauntlet was 
made. An engine and most of the cars passed 
through safely, but some of them caught fire. 
The engineer endeavorea to drag his blazing 
train on the south side, but the police 
were on hand and compelled him to push the 
burning train into the flames. There was 
nothing else to do, forto takethe cars tothe 
south of the river meant danger and possibly 
destruction to part of the city hitherto un- 
touched. Once more the gallant men went 
back into the flery furnace and dragged outa 
train of cars. Once more it caught fire. They 
pushed them backto be consumed. Again 
and again they made the attempt, now ana 
then saving a few cars, but oftener losing 
them all. It was a gallant and desperate 
thingtodo and the brave fellows stuck to 
their work as long as there wasa chance of 
saving a single car. 

There were nine locomotives in the round- 
house and all have been saved except one. 


PERISHED IN THE FLAMES, 

Itis known that five lives were lost last 
night and four people were seriously injured. 
The dead are: 

HENRY PEDDENBROCM® fireman, 552 Reed 
street. 

CHARLES STAHL, flreman, 550 Fourth street. 

Unknown woman, about 60 years old. 

Mrs. KALAHAN died from the effects of the 
shock after being taken to the Third Ward 
schools, 

Henry Peddenbroch and Charles Stahl, who 
were killed, met death in the alley in the 
rear of East Water street, where the walls of 
the Waisel & Vilter machine shop fell, Both 
men were at work in the rear of the building 
and when the crashcame they were buried 
under the falling walis. Several men were 
injured, also one member of the life-saving 
crew. 

It was stated this morning that it was 
feared that a watchman employed by the 
Bub & Kip Co. had been burned in the facto- 
ry. Arumorthata young woman, RSA 
writer, was burned to deathin the building 
owned by the Standard Oil Co. was pro- 
nounced false Dy persons who were near the 
fire when it started,

WORK OF RELIEF. 

Every effort will be made, however, to re- 
lieve distress, andeven while the conflagra- 
tion was at its height, P. Bacon, President of 
the Chamber of Commerce, issue@ a call for 
ameeting of citizens of lwamkee at the 
Chamber of Commerce, 9 o’clock this 
morning, totake measures for the relief of 
the people left homeless and destitute by the 
fire. The call was not addressed to the mem- 
bers of the Chamber of Commerce only, Dut 
to all citizens who are ready'to join in this 
work of eminent necessity. Hundreds of 
families are left sheiterless and With noth- 
ing but the clothing worh Wi 
from the swift pursuit of t 
flames.

Prompti-and 
action is demanded to prevent at num.- 
bers of worthy persons from suffering from 
lack of food and shelter. The Germania 8o- 
clety also held a meeting last night and de- 
cided to turn overall the money received at 
its fair next week to the citizens’ committee, 
to be used for the benefit of the suf- 
ferers. Mayor Sommers said this morning

and Oshkosh for their prompt aid in sending 
fireapparatus. Thecitizens will organizea 
relief committee at once.’’

VIEWING THE RUINS. 
At 10 o’clock this morning there was no fire 
at all where last night had raged the fearful 
conflagration, Here anu there were glowin 
heaps of coal and the cellars of the wrecke 
business houses were rather too warm for 
anyone who had no _ special business to 
call him there, but over in the district 
where the little frame residencesihad stood 
there was nothhing, not evena dark cloud of 
smoke. Assoonasthesun was fairly above 
the horizon, the people who had fled last 
night for their lives came swarming back to 
find out what they had saved, or rather what 
had been left for them. ‘he expression 
on the faces of many of them as _ they 
looked out overthe fire-Swept space which 
had a few hours earlier been a busy 
and populous district would have been lu- 
dicrous ifit had not been tragic. Men and 
women were wandering about, some of them 
not even able to tell wheretheir houses had 
stood the night before, forof all cruel fires 
which ever swept down on a community 
there was none more cruel or more remorse- 
less than this. It left behind it 
absolutely ee Oo any descrip- 
tion which could be induced to burn. 
Trees which were fullof life yesterday are 
not visible to-day. They were there iast 
night and this morning they are gone. 
W coden sidewalks, which were on both sides 
of every street, are aisoO gone. There is ab- 
solutely no way of telling where a house 
stood last night except by the holein the 
press which was yesterday acellar. Inthe 
olesare to be seen twisted and distorted 
masses of metal which were cook stoves 
once and are scrap iron now. small 
pieces of plastering lying thickly in the holes 
show the remains of cellings, and that is all 
there is left of any house which last night 
stood in the pathway of the flames. 
A type of the desolation and hardship 
which the fire wrought is the case of Henry 
Wolaner, who conducted a sausage factory 
on Buffalo street. He Was worth $1,200 over 
and above his debts last night at sunset. 
When it was light this morning his worldly 
assets were the clothes he had upon his back

THE CREAM CITY’S HISTORY. 

Milwaukee, the Blonde Beauty of the Lakes, 
otherwise the Cream City, is forty-six years 
old and has a population of 205,000 inhabi- 
tants. The town is situated on the high 
ground overiooking Milwaukee Bay, which is 
seven miles from int to point, the shore 
line forming a gracefulcrescent. Three im- 
proved navigable rivers, with a com- 
mon outlet into the lake, divide 
the town and provide eighteen 
miles of dockage, besides an arm of the lake 
along which the ship yards are located. The 
populated town is about six miles long by 
nearly four miles wide. Its barbor is un- 
doubtedly the best of the lake ports and the 
city is the distributing point fora greater 
portion of the products of Minnesota, lowa 
and Wisconsin. The city, aside from its 
shipping facilities, ranks high as a manu- 
facturing and jobbingcenter. In 1890 the value 
of its manufactures was $100,000,000 and 
its jobbing trade at nearly the same figure. 
Of the capital invested the largest part is 
owned locally—less of it borrowed—than in 
any other Western city. Atrue signof its 
internal prosperity was that it ranked first 
among the cities of the country in the pro- 
portionate value of dwellings and in the per- 
centage of dwellings owned by those living 
in them. 

The devastated district included a part 
of the heaviest manufacturing con- 
cerns and railway freight houses. 
The burnt district is in the shape ofa V. 
Starting from a point on East Waters street 
and the river the flames ate ina northeaster- 
ly and southerly direction tothe lake. The 
district is bounded on the north by Buffalo 
street, but on the south the flames.devoured 
everything within the angle between the 
river and the lake. 

Some ot the biggest business concerns in 
which Milwaukee capital was invested were 
located in this district. Among them 
were the Angus Smith grain elevators, 
the Budd & Kipp Furniture Co., the Milwau- 
kee Furniture Co., the National Distiiling 
Co., the gas works and the freight houses 
and yards ofthe Milwaukee, Lake Shore & 
Western and the Chicago & Northwestern. 

The first of these is a Milwaukee enter- 

rise. 
ws Two unfortunate aspects of the fire are the 
number of small dwellings consumed, which 
leave thousands homeless, and the immense 
number of hands that will be thrown out of 
employment through the destruction of the 
factories and wholesale business concerns. 

A point for which Milwaukee is celebrated 
is the beauty of her residences. The palatial 
homes of her millionaire; inhabitants are 
noted the country over. The business houses 
also are built with an eye to the beautiful. 

The new Pabst Buliding, sixteen stories 
high, and the Plunkinton Block are as fine as 
anything in the United States. 

The city is rich in sectarian institutions 
and buildings devoted to art and educational 
purposes.

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BUT NINE SAVED OF THE 122 PERSONS

Ina Dense Bank of Fog and Driven by a 
Furious Wind—The Crash Came With- 
out Warning—Every Weve Swept Its 
Quota of Victims From ths Ship— 
Thrilling Incidents.

LisBon, Oct. 29.—Wrapped in an !Impene- 
trable fog and during.a-heavy gale the 


' British steamer Roumania went ashore 


=, 


Wednesday at the mouth of the Aralho 
River, on the Portuguese Coast. Of the 122 
persons on board but nine were saved. : 
The Roumania was an iron screw steam: 
ship of 3,387 tons, belonging tothe Anchor 
Line and plying between Liverpool and 
Bombay. She sailed from Liverpool for 


. Bombay on Oct. 22. Peniche, near where the 


Roumania was wrecked, is « fortified town of 
Portugal, om the Atlantic Ocean, about fifty 
miles north of the mouth of the Tague. 

The Roumania experienced heavy weather 
from eariy on Monday morning. On Tuesday 
she ran into a furious storm. After a few 
hours of the first clear sailing she tiad had, 
the Roumania ran into a thick fog on 
Wednesday, in about 62 deg., north iatitude. 
She proceeded at half speed and, it was sup- 
posed, wellout from the coast. A violent 
storm came on after several hours in the fog. 
When the storm struck her, the Roumanta 
was but a few miles from shore. The ship 
made but Mttle progress and the Captain was 
unable to keep her bow to the wind. She 
wentonthe rdcks almost without warning, 
for up to the lastfew minutes the ship’s 
officers did not realize their peril. Heavy 


seas broke over the ship’s decks, and many 


of the passengers who ran on deck in a panic 
were swept overboard and drowned. 

Every boat that put out from the ship’s 
side was capsized and the occupants 
drowned. Every succeeding wave that 
swept over the ship carried away its quota of 
victims. Wave after wave had broken over 
the Roumania, smashing her deck -houses and 
ventilators, carrying away her smokestack 
and masts and sweeping many of the pas- 
sengers and seamen overboard. Those still 
left decided to wait until the storm abated 
further before attempting to get ashore. 

After an hour of suspense the seven men 
and two women who had remained on board 
lowered the last boat. The storm had sub- 
sided, and, although obliged toride through 
a heavy surf, they reached shore in safety. 
The two women were the only passengers 
saved. Capt. Young is reported to be among 
the lost. . 


The bodies of the victims of the wreck are : 


being washed ashore at Cape Carvelero. 
Most ofthe bodies arein night attire, show- 
ing that the unfortunates were aroused from 
sleep only to encounter death in the terrible 
storm. Theséea is still running heavily and 
it is impossible to approach the wreck, which 
lItes in a most dangerous situation and shows 
signs ofrapidly goingto pleces. The cargo 
and other wreckage fromthe vessel is float- 
ing about in the vicinity. Muchof it has 
been washed ashore and seized by the in- 
habitants of that region, some of whom 
are little better than pirates, and look 
wpon the wreck of a vessel on their 
shore as a godsend for their special 
benefit. Wrecks are not uncommon at Cape 
Carveiero, which projects into the Atlantic 
asa sortof trap for any vessel that is driven 
inshore while making for Lisbon or Gibral- 
tar. Thetréktment of the unfortunates who 
happen to be wrecked there is better now 
than it used to be, but the cargo is generally 
regarded as a prize for the man who gets it 
first and instances have been known of ran- 
som being demanded for the surrender of 
bodies. The Portuguese Government in the 
case of the Roumania has taken fairly 
prompt action, and the authorities have or- 
dered a force to the scene to protect the 
wreckage and prevent the despollment of 
the dead. 

Two daring wreckers who, notwithstand- 
ing the prevalence of fog and storm, ventured 
out into the angry waters to obtain some of 

he floating cargo, were drowned in hear- 
ee ofthe people on shore. Their piercing 
cries for help brought no aid, as others were 
afraid to venture their lives to save them, 
and the wreckers perished, victims to their 
own cupidity. The gunboat Zaire has started 
from Lisbon to the scene of the wreck, and 
will doubtless afford more effective protection 
to the property of the steamship company 
andtothe remaining cargo than any liand 
force could alone exert. 

Among the passengers were many British 
officers with their families returning to Indla 
from visits to England, and one of the pass- 
eners was Lady Johnson, wife of Sir Henry 
Johnson, and daughter of Thomas Dyson, 
Esq., of Bengal. A great difficulty in the way 
of getting an accurate report of the wreck is 
that the region isso tsolated from ordinary 
intercourse, even with Lisbon, and that none 
ofthe survivors speak Portuguese. A@l the 
information so far has been transmitted 
through Portuguese sources. A largs propor- 
tion of the crew were Lascars. Thereis no 
report that they failed io do the best possibie 
@uder thefcircumstances. 

A dispatch tiom the scene of the wreck 
Says that Capt. Young refused to leave the 
Roumania and perisiied with the vessel. He 
showeil extraordinary coolness during the 
efforts to save the passengers and was nobly 
seconded by the subordinate officers. Some 
ofthe crew behaved ina cowardly manner, 
but mostof them obeyed orders faithfully. 
The British officers on board gave precedence 
in allinstances to the women and children 
when it came to a question of. rescue. 
Many of the passengers were asleep when 
the striking of the vessel! gave notice of dan- 
gerand from their cabins without having 
time to dress, while during the excitement 
that followed there was no opportunity. The 
women and children were Kept under shelter 
until the torrents of water pouring over the 
vessel threatened to swamp the saloon. 
Then they were taken out ondeck and 
every effort was maleto preventthem from 
being washed overboard. Butthe tremend- 
ous seas, hotwithstanding, carried a nuin- 
ber of the Women an‘ little ones to death, 
while others perished tn the boats.

VOTE ON THE BIDS, 

The tug of warcame when the yote was 
taken on theletting. Mr. Robert Rutledge 
moved to accept the lowest bid, namely, for 
the Burlington desk. Messrs. Brady,Rutledge 
and Blair voted’ inthe affirmative and the 
Big Four, Messrs. Cudmore, Bus, Waitand 
Troll in the negative. Then Mr. Troll moved 
to give the contract to the Scarritt Co. 
Messrs. Troll, Rutledge and Blair voted 
the affirmative, and Messrs. 
Wait, Bus and Cudmore in the 
negative. Mr. Brady refused to vote, He 
said to-day that he was in favor of accepting 
the lowest bid, and when the committee re- 
fused to do it, he decided to Keep clear of all 
charges and leave itfor the board to solve 
the problem. The bids were then laid over 
for a week. 

In the midst of all the wrangling 
over the desks, Mr. Rutledge dropped g re- 
mark which contained init the essence ofa 
very serious charge. He arose and said that 
he had been informed on good authority that 
the repair painting work done during the 
past summer by Mr. Andrew F. Blong, repre. 
sentiny the firm of Jas.S. Dowling&Co. had not 
been done according to specifications, that 
where twocoats of paint had been called 
for only one had been given. The incident 
did not consume two minutes time, being 
referred on a motionof Mr. Busto Superin- 
tendént of Construction Singleton for a 
special report to be submitted next Friday.It 
was saidthat the work had not been 
inspected by Mr. J. McGuigan who 
was appointed to examine al! painting done 
at a salary of $5 per day, and that he had 
O. K.’d the bills without making an inspec- 
tion. The charge was made against all the 
schools painted by \r. Blong, namely, the 
Irving, the Banneker, the Madison 
and Madison Branch, the L’Over- 
ture, the Franklin and the Dumas, 
at an expense of at least 
¢5,000. Mr. Rutledge was seen to-day and re- 
peated what he said at the meeting of the 
Committee. Healsosaid that he did not re- 
gard Mr. Singleton competent to make an ex- 
amination, and thought that Mr, 
Singleton would have to employ 
an expert to examine the work. In 
justice to Mr. Blong, who was present, it 
muy be said that he offered to submit his 
work to the inspection of any expert painter 
whom Mr. Rutledge might name. Mr. Rut- 
ledge replied thatin his private capacity he 
might accept the proposition.

MR. SINGLETON COMPETENT. 

Mr. Singleton was seenand asked whether 
he deemed himself fitted to make an inspec- 
tion of the work done by Mr. bBlong.

ACCIDENTALLY KILLED. 


Bridge Foreman John G. Anssem Meets 
With a Fatal Accident. 

John G. Anssem of St. Louls, gen eral fore- 

man of the Eads bridge, was accidentally in- 


jured in East St. Louis yesterday ter- 
noon, and died to-day. He wa in- 
jJured near the East Side race-course, where 
he had been with the _ bridge-wrecking 
engine ‘‘She’’ to pick up a wreck on the Air 
Line road. The wrecking work had besn 
completed and the engine was on the way 
back tothe bridge yards whenthe accident 
occurred. Mr. Anssem was riding on top of 
the tool car which accompanied 
tlre engine, and in some way unknown was 
eitner thrown or fellto the ground. In fall- 
ing, his head struck arail and his neck was 
probably dislocated, as paralysis of the body 


ensued. He was removed to 8st. Mary’s 
Hospital, where a physician essaved 
an examination of his. injuries, but 
was unable to make one on 
account pf the man’s critical condition. At 
5 o’clock’ this morning Anssem died without 
having recovered consciousness, The de- 
ceased wasarecidentof St. Louls. His rest- 
dence was at 4610 Easton avenue. He had 
been general foreman of the bridge 
since its construction. He came to St. Loulsin 
1870 and acted asthe Keystone Bridge Co.’s 
foreman during the construction of the 
bridge, When the construction was com- 
pleted he was made foreman of it and re- 
tained the position until his death.

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Herbert Taussig Gets Angry Over the 
Union Depot Matter. 


ANIMATED DISCUSSION WITH THE 
CITY’S REPRESENTATIVE. 


AN 


He Tells President Burnet That the Depot 
Will Bs Built According to Present 
Plans, Despite ths City’s Protest—His 
.Threat—Naming New Streets and 
Changing the Names of Others. 


There was quitea lively interview yester- 
day afternoon in the office of the President of 
the Board of Public Improvements, the prin- 
cipals being President Burnet and Mr. Her- 
bert Taussig of the Union Depot & Terminal 
Railway Association. 

Mr. Taussig.iit appears had about come to 
the conclusion that his persuasive eloquence 
was being lost on the members of the board, 
so far as inducing that body to allow the 
Union Depot Co., to go on with the construc- 
tion of their new  bullcing according 
to the present plans was concerned. 


He appeared before the board yesterday aft- 
ernoon and stated that his uncle, Dr.Taussig, 
the president of the company, couid not be 
present. He was there to represent them, 
and he answered the board that if the com- 
pany was permitted to gO ahead 
and erect their building according 
to the present plans there would be no com- 
plaints and no trouble would ensue. 

President Burnet tnformed him that even If 
the board did quietly acquiesce in sucha 
flagrant violation of the ordinance any 
citizen and tax-payer could take the matter 
up and see that it was_- enforced. 
He further informed Mr. Taussig thatas 
President of the board he would not vote to 
approve cf the present plans, and thatthe 
deput company must comply with the terms 
of the ordinance, 

The matter was finally left in the 
hands of the committee, and the 
board adjourned. Mr. Taussig then con- 
ceived the idea that a change of front might 
produce better results, so Walking into Mr. 
Burnet’s private office he informed hinrthat 
he did not care a continental what action the 
board took on the. plans. 

**I want you to understand that the depot 
building is going to be erected according to 
the present plans and not a stone will be 
changed from its present intended location, 
You are the one member of this board who 
has oo making all this fight and Iam in- 
formed that it is principally you the Depot 
Co. has to look out forin this matter.’’ 

Mr. Taussig then went on and informed 
Mr. Burnet that he wanted him to under- 
stand that the Union Depot and Terminal 
Railway companies were a power in local 
politics and as it was understood that Nir. 
Burnet had aspirations in a political line he 
had better have a care for his scalp, or it 
would be dangling soon fromthe beit of the 
great railroad doctor. This was like touch- 
ing a fuse toa rocket, and President Burnet 
was the rocket, 

He rose 6 feet above the 
Mr. Taussig and said: ‘‘Sir, I 
you to understand that you and 
the horde of political bums who 
have been threatening meif I opposed the 
present plansofthe Union Depot Building 
can goto thedevil. lam here, sir, as Presi- 
dent of the Board of Public Improvements 
to proteet the rights of the citizens of St. 
Louis and while lam herelam going to do 
it. [want vou furtherto understand thatI 
don’t care a fig forthe Union Depot Co, ora 
halfa fig ior either of the Taussigs.’’ 

At this point Mr. Taussig remembered 
something about bearding the lionin his den, 
and as the atmosphere was getting oppres- 
sive he rushed out of the office, leaving his 
overcoat behind him, 

Mr. Burnet when seen to-day and asked 
about the affair confirmed the statement as 
given above. ' 

‘*] have been bothered considerably,’’ he 
added, ‘‘ever since this Union Depot matter 
came up by a score or more of ward 
politiclans who wished to Impress upon 
me the fact that I was doing 
myself no good by opposing those Union 
Depot people. I answered them all pretty 
much inthe same language I replied to Mr. 
Taussig. Taussig should have Known me 
better. We were classmates and are 
members of the same engineers’ club. I don’t 
know that any of the other members 
of the board were approached hy these same 
men, but the proba!ilities are that they 
were. Ithink he will find, however, that 
his bulldozing tactics are a failure. That 
company has got to comply with its or- 
dinace so far as I am concernea.’’ 

The Union Depot plans, which were sub- 
mitted yesterday, were to-day taken from 
the Committee on Streets and referred to the 
Committee on Public Buildings. 
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Changing Names of Streets. 

The Board of Public Improvements held a 
special session at noon to-day for the pur- 
pose of taking action on the Union Depot 
matter, and also on two ordinances recom- 


mending the namingand changing the names 
of a large number of streets. 

The Street Commissionér introduced an 
ordinance for naming twelve unnamed 
streets in the city as foilows: 

Winnebago streettobe the name of the 56- 
fuot street running east and west between 
Kosciusko and Marine avenues, along the 
south line of the Marine Hospital grounds.

While Nina Marshall has been employing 
lawyers to find the father of her Hotel Belve- 
dere baby, Chiefof Police Lawrence Harri- 
gan, who has from the first adopted the 
theory thatthe whole affair was a plot to 
blackmail somebody, has had his detectives 
looking for the real mother of the child. 

They found her yesterday. She is Ida 
Bostrom, an unfortunate Swedish girl who 
is at presentthe nurse in the family of Mr. 
Dan Houser, the publisher. 

At noonto-day Chief Harrigan had in nis 
office Mr I. M. Kerley, Superintendent of 
the Female Hospital; Mrs. Mary Jane McMIl- 
lan, a woman doctress, living at 
1612 Morgan street; Mrs. Sereda 
Callanan, the daughter of Mrs. Mc- 
Millan; Emma Neville, the mulatto maid 
of Nina Marshall, Mrs. Nelson, an old colored 
woman who does the washing for Nina, and 
S. 8. Bass, one of herattorneys. The Chief 
asked Mr. Bass tocomeinand listen to the 
statements of the other persons who had been 
brought to the office in order that he might 
know how false were the statements the 
Marshall woman had made to her attorneys. 

THE CONSPIRACY. 

All the people who had anything to do with 
the appearance of the baby at the 
Hotel Belvedere told their stories frankly, 
disclaiming any intention of wrong-doing. 
Secretary Henry Paschall took down the 
statements in writing. It appeared from 
them that on Monday evening, ct 17, Nina 
Marshall and her maid went to Mrs. McMillan 
and Nina asked her to get hera baby to 
adopt. 

*‘*My husband and I have quarreled,’’ she 
said, ‘‘and he has leftme,. ‘‘If I could give 
him a baby we woulda be reconciled, and my 
life would be happy.’’ 

Mrs. McMillan and her daughter were im- 
pressed by the appearance of tleir visitor, 
whose dress and behavior seemed 
that of a lady of distinction, 
and they were moved by her tears, which 
she shed copiously while she spoke of her 
life, blasted for lack of a baby. The two 
women readily consented to enter into a plot 
which they imagined had such a pious 
object. Mrs. Callanan went out to a drug 
store and, telephoning tothe Female Hospi- 
tal, asked if there were any babies out there 
for adoption.

NEGOTIATION SUCCESSFUL. 


The Turtle Mountain Indians Have Cedsd 
Their Lands. 


DEVILS LAKE, N. D., Oct.29.—The committee 
appointed to negotiate with the Turtle Moun- 
tain band of Indfins has finished its labors. 
It drew up a treaty to be ratified by 
Congress by which the Indians cede all right 
and title to lands in the Devils Lake land 
district. The present reservation of two 
townships is ceded to the Indians, and per- 
mission given to those for whom there is no 


room on the reservation to take any vacant 
Government iand and hold it for twenty 
years free of taxation. In addition they are 
to receive $1,000,000, payable in twenty 
annual payments of $50,000 each, 
$45,000 of which ts to be furnished in 
supplies and $5,000in cash. The Government 
binds itself to keep up the schools already 
established and make provisions for any in- 
crease. ‘ihere are 408 heads of families on 
the reservation and 1,700 Indians alitold. Of 
this number 250 heads of families have 
already signed the treaty and this number 
will be increased to over 300 before the list 1s 
completed. There are 600 Canadian Indians 
on the reservation, whose claims were not 
recognized, and orders were given to exclude 
them from the reservation. Little Shell, one 
of the chiefs, with his band of forty, has 
taken sides with the Canadian Indians and 
will fight the treaty.

Wanted the Guardianship. 


Anitnteresting legal fight for the posses- 
sionof a 33-year-old child took pluce in the 


Probate Court late yesterday afternoon. The 
cnild is Frank Guerke. Both of his parents 
are dead, and he itis the heir to an 
estate vaiued at $2,509, His father, 
Gustav Guerke, dled about two weeks ayo 
and his mother has been dead fora year. 
Since the death of his father the chiid has 
been cared for by his aunt, Mrs. August 
Brune of 1520 Menard street, who was a sister 
of the chiid’s father, who dled at her house, 
The maternal grandmother of the boy, Mrs, 
Caroline Maty, who lives in C arondelet , and 
Mrs. Brune were each seeking the custody of 
the child. 

A feature of the case was that love for the 
child seemed to be the incentive on both 
sides.

‘The strongest 
polnt made against Mrs. Brune was that she 
was not a church member, while 
Mrs. Maty was a strict member. of 
one of the German churches in South 8t. 
Louls. Several witnesses testified, however, 
that the father ofthe chila had said that in 
the event of his death he would not want his 
mother-in-law to have the custody of his 
children.

THE TURF. 

**A racing association,’’ said a well-known 
New York lawyer, while discussing Ed Cor- 
rigan’s suit against the Coney Isiand Jockey 
Club, ‘‘is a business corporation, enjoying 
privileges for which it is requiredto make 
some publicreturn. Ifa man were ruled off 
for fraud or some serious infraction of the 
rules, I am inclined to think the decision 
would be the same as in this Huron case, 
But Ido not believe any judge will sustain 
the Coney Island or any other jockey clubto 
to the extentit has gone.’’ The lawyer went 
on to show how the obligations jockey clubs 
are under made it imperative that owners 
and others should have rights in the 
matter. The fact that owners 
expend their capital in forming and sustain- 
ing racing stables, which capital is practic- 
ally placed at the Service of racing assocla- 


tions, gives them unusualrights that every 
court of law would feel it incumbent on Itself 
torespect. ‘‘Why, for the time being the 
stockholdefs of the association and the 
horse owners are toall intents and purposes 
partners. It would ve just as unfair and ar- 
bitrary on the part of the club to lock its 
gates againstan owner who had not ren- 
dered himself amenable to such action as it 
would be for one Dusiness partner to lock 
another out of his place of business.’’ In 
response to the question as to fhe status of 
those owners who have been forbidden to race 
on tracks governed by the Board of Control, 
unless they agree to abide by the board’s de- 
cision, the legal authority said he considered 
such action equally unjust. ‘‘I do not believe 
the clubs could maintain the legality of such 
action foran instant,’’ hesaia. ‘‘Iit is not 
alone that they refuse to receive owners and 
horses who race at objectionable times. 
Such a defense could receive able arguments 
on both sides. But they denythe rights of 
owners and horses who race on tracks where 
racing is held during the restricted season, 
Such action can scarcely be misunderstood. 
It is clearly a wanton destruction of property 
and an infringement of public and individual 
rights.’’
